| Did a flying saucer hover over a bean field on the Warren Barr farm 
in Iowa? "Something" cleared an area. 40 feet in diameter, leaving all 

of the leaves of each .soybean plant in that perfect circle hanging wiltec 
from the stalks as if, they. had been. subjected. to. extensive heat. None of 
the stalks were broken off or “bent over and there were no marks in the 
damp soil. Outside the’circle plants were normal and healthy. "“Something’
